LEESVILLE, La., Sept. &— 
(UP)—Arrested on information fur- 
nished by his wife, George Wil- 
son, Vinita, Okla., was broug] here 
tonight to face a murder charge 
filed against him 153 years ago. 

On June 19, 1918, at Fullerton, 
a sawmill town 20 miles east of 
here, Wilson, then a deputy sheriff 
of Vernon parish, Loutsiana, shot 
and killed 17-year-old Floyd Wat- 
son after an altercation. 

Wilson was arrested and lodged 
in jail, but escaped. Last Satur- 
day he was arrested in Oklahoma 
on information furnished by Mrs. 
Wilson.

Commerce Report Says Month 
First Since September, 1930, 
Not To Show Decline. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8--()— 
Wholesale prices were said today by 
the commerce department to have re- 
mained firm: during July for the first 
time since September, 1930 

In its monthly survey of current 
business, the department added the 
general-level of commodity prices fail- 
ed to moves downward during the 
month, although early in August there 
was a tendency toward further weak- 
ness. : 

“During July,” the repogt said, 


“there were relatively few changes in| 


the general trend of business activity. 
The adjusted index of:industrial ‘pro- 
duction fell 1.3. per cent, the decline 
being due to equal recessions of more 
than seasonal proportions in both 
manufacturing ‘output and mineral 
production. 

“The declines in the adjusted index 
of factory employment as measured by 
the number of empoyes and of freight 
ear loadings were identical with the 
slightly greater than seasonal recession 
in general output. 

“Tron and steel activity.and automo- 
bile production, as in June, showed 
relatively sharp recessions, while tex- 
tile output, which according to, the re- 
vised adjusted index, experienced a 
marked drop in June rose by 5.1 per 
cent during July, Wool and silk 
receipts increased during the month 
and the movement of such consumption 
goods as shoes and rubber tires, was 
on a higher level than June. 

“Contrary to the movement during 
June the unadjusted index of the val- 
ue of building contracts awarded show- 
ed a marked drop during July. De- 
partment store sales dropped slightly 
more than is usual for the month while 
the total amount of pay rolls and total 
bank debits outside of New York fell 
“tes per cent and 5 per cent, respective- 
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“Although the trend was generally 
downward, the average of stock prices 
held slightly above that of June, while 
the alternate gains and losses have fea- 
tured the secirity markets during the 
first half of August. 

“In comparison with the general 
level of activity during the first sev- 
en months of 1930, industrial produc- 


tion durinz the January-July period ' 


of this year showed a drop of 16.5 
per cent. Employment showed a de- 
cline of 16.3 per cent or virtually 
equal to that of general production. 

“Freight car loadings dropped 17.7 
per cent. Retail trade as measured 
by the index of department store sales 
receded only 7.6 per cent from the 
corresponding seven months’ level of 
1930. Recessions in business activ- 
ity have been acconipanied by a corre- 
sponding shrinkage in foregn trade. 

“The drop in wholesale prices, the 
average of which was 18.4 per cent 
lower during the first seven months of 
1931 than during the corresponding 
period last year, was influenced in 
large part by the sharp drop in the 
price of farm products.”

COTTON MARKS TIME, 
The cotton crop estimate of 15,- 
685,000 bales, issued by the fed- 
eral crop reporting board yesterday, 
is neither a surprise nor a disap- 
pointment. Weather and field con- 
ditions of the past month argued 
all along for little change from the 
status of the outlook a month ago. 
Expert observers even predicted the 
small increase of 101,000 bales 
would appear. 
It is apparent, therefore, that 
any favorable action on the cotton 
exchanges must result from con- 
ditions abroad rather than from 
those yet obtaining in this coun- 
try——that is, in the absence of some 
legislative stimulation to buying by 
consumers of the raw material in 
anticipation of a cotton holiday in 
1932 or.a drastic reduction of acre- 
age hereafter to be planted to 
cotton. ' 
The more the cotton problem is 
examined and manipulated the more 
convincing is the fact that high 
overproduction lies at the bottom 
of it. There is simply too much cot- 
ton stored and in sight for the 
world markets to absorb and manu- 
facture with profit. 
It will be several days, undodubt- 
edly, before the reactions from this 
latest crop estimate will be felt in

et pawned. They had these neck- 
aces examined by the best expert in 
Paris and he pronounced the pearls 
to be false. The others, on which 
large sums of money had been ad- 
vanced, were obviously false also; but 
as the man had never declared them 
to be genuine and had merely ac- 
cepted the valuation of the Mont de 
Piete experts for them, he was not 
guilty of any crime. 

Moreover, the various Monts de 
Piete, who have since sold the pledged 
necklaces as genuine, have no desire 
to pursue the matter further. So. the 
ingenious gentleman remains a free 
man, with his millions of franres.

WRITE AND LECTURE. 

A physician who has a rather large 
Rumber of diabetes patients gives two 
‘lectures a week to his patients. He 
invites all his patients to attend these 
lectures free of charge. He does not 


paavite others than his own patients 


to attend, nor does he announce the 
lectures to the public in any way or 
even permit any announcement or 
“news” about them to be published. 
The patients find the Jectures very 
practical and helpful. The doctor 
simple tells them the things every 
good physician must and should teil 
his diabetes pafient. By doing it in 
this way the doctor is able to teach 
his patients much more effectively 
than he can when he tries to give 
the lessons individually or to one pa- 
tient at a time. The lectures include 
much good advice about preparing 
food, taking insulin, how to manage 
insulin reactions, and the various spe- 
cial matters of hygiene which are of 
so much importance in the diabetic 
patient’s way of living. . 

Every doctor, I suspect, would like 
to write medical or health stuff for 
the public. Every doctor should, or 
at least he should for his own patrons, 
There can be no possible objection to 
this on the score of ethics or profes- 
sional propriety. On the contrary, the 
“code” or principles of medical ethics 
specifically states that it is the duty 
of the physician ‘to instruct the pub- 
lic about matters of health. 

Even my own father unconventional 
professional conduct in this column, 
while it sometimes makes the medi- 
cal brethren whose foibles I attack 
mad right down to the ground, never 
brings upon my head any official cen- 
sure and never for an instant impairs 
my standing in the medical. profes- 
sion or my fellowship in the medical 
society.

As Texas Tackles Cotton Problem

In his message to. the legislature, 
Governor Sterling voiced the prayers | 
of the state that a solution of the cot- 
ton situation could be found and ‘re- | 
ported that a poll he had made of | 
Texas farmers indicated that a ma-'| 
jority of them wanted 50 per cent. cur- | 
tailment legislation. Governor Long | 
and Commissioner ‘Talmadge have| 
branded this plan as “useless.” — | 

“The eyes of the nation are upon | 
us,” Governor Sterling said to law-| 
makers who were summoned to the! 
capitel in Austin after he had an-| 
nounced, Saturday night, that he| 
would proclaim a farmers’ session and | 
let them “ramrod it” themselves. 

Safeguards Asked. | 

“The world is watching and hop- | 
ing,” he said, “for us to raise a torch 
that will light the way for the south- 
land out of the darkness that now 
engulfs it. I trust that out of your 
labors will evolve a law or laws that 
will safeguard the future of agricul- 
ture in Texas, lead to the adoption of 
similar measures in other states and 
rebound to the benefit of all the people | 
and that this will he done as speedily | 
as possible.” | 

One of the plans offered in Texas | 
Tuesday is to restrict acreage to one- 
fourth of all cultivated lands with this 
figure going to one-half in 1933 with 
a provision prohibiting the planting of 
cotton on the same land in successive 
years. 

Owing to “the seriousness of the sit- 
uation,” Representative Lawrence 
Westbrook, chairman of the house ag- 
ricultural committee in the Texas as- 
sembly, said that the Lone Star state 
might yet pass the Long plan. 

“If Texas does that, her action will 
be followed immediately by Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and Alabama,” Westbrook | 
said. “This will be a severe drain on 
the industries allied with cotton farm- | 
ing but it is preferable to something | 
more drastic.”
